Staff Comments 


Neil Jensen, Executive Secretary-Treasurer 


The 1993 National Guernsey Convention provided the spark for the 
flame burning within the American Guernsey Association. Breeders, 
directors and staff enthusiastically discussed the past, present and the 
future of the Guernsey breed. Where does the breed go from here? If 
we honestly analyze our current situation, we can and will move 
forward. This can be done by remembering to promote the positive 
aspects of Guernseys and realizing the importance of improving our 
cows with every generation. The AGA has services available to help 
you in the development of your cows, and to keep abreast of the dairy 
industry. 

If you didn’t attend the convention, you are probably wondering, 
“Why so much optimism?” One reason we are so optimistic is because 
the highest DHIR average in the history of the breed was achieved in 
1992 with 14,667M, 659F and 510P. Also, our production committee 
has set a goal to improve this average by 500 pounds per year. With 
this in mind, we should go over 15,000M in 1993. 

Our youth programs are another point of optimism. It was very 
rewarding to attend the National Youth Banquet in Dubuque and 
witness the many achievements Guernsey youth were being honored 
for. This year’s convention also marked a new beginning for young 
Guernsey breeders. An informal meeting was held for these members 
to get together to address their concerns and struggles among their 
peers. As a result of this meeting, a quarterly newsletter for young 
Guernsey breeders will be starting in the near future. Be sure to let the 
AGA know if you are interested in receiving it. 

More optimism was evident by the openness and communication 
between the breeders, board of directors and staff at the convention. 
Events were well attended, and participation was high. And, all this 
occurred even though many breeders were far behind in harvesting and 
planting their crops. The National Convention Sale has to be labeled a 
big success with its $2,760 average on 46 lots. This sale definitely 
proved that good genetics sell. The fact that six consignments were 
sold internationally speaks very well for Guernsey genetics in the U.S. 
too. American Guernsey breeders have just begun to tap foreign 
markets. I’m very sincere when | say that developing a stronger foreign 
market for Guernsey genetics is one of our top priorities. 

At the national convention the membership also voted the end the 
Guernsey Genetic Growth program's existence within the realm of the 
AGA. The time the GGG program spent as part of the AGA was a 
difficult experience for the entire membership. It is tough for an 
organization when its members have the same goals, but choose 
different pathways to reach them. It may be difficult, but is my hope that 
the different segments of our membership can put these differences 
behind them. 

The board of directors is reviewing a proposal to expand the genetic 
recovery program. The expansion of the GR program would require 
adding a step in front of the current three-step program. Females in this 
first step will not be required to be a purebred Guernsey. However, | 
don’t want you to confuse this with the GGG program. The difference 
between this proposal and GGG is that it requires breeders to increase 
Guernsey genetics with every generation. This proposal has not had 
board approval yet, and they are encouraging your comments. It would 
also require an amendment to the by-laws. Your board and staff want 
the membership comfortable with a concept like this before we would 
consider voting on such an amendment. 

The July ’93 sire summaries are here, and exciting is the best way 
to describe them. The breed doubled the number of bulls over 50 
pounds of protein. If you want diversity, the top six bulls on the active 
A.l. list are sired by six different bulls. First proof bulls provided 
Guernsey breeders with sons out of three bulls who didn’t previously 
have sons on the active A.I. list. This is all possible because of the 
Guernsey breeders who support young sire programs. 

The AGA received 1,225 registration applications and 496 transfer 
applications in June. This was the highest June registration total since 
1988. There is a market for good Guernseys, and keeping registrations 
up to date is the first step needed in proving their worth. If June is the 
start of a new trend, the Guernsey breed could be developing the base 
for a stronger future. 

The AGA is looking at potential joint-venture options with the Brown 
Swiss Association and Milking Shorthorn Society. We believe the first 
step in a potential joint-venture is a joint appraisal and sharing of field 
staff. These options are currently being analyzed, and if we can provide 
the same service more cost effectively, we will pursue this course. 

I'd like to end with the following thoughts. The AGA will continue 
emphasizing the programs we believe have the greatest potential to 
provide you with the greatest profitability. We realize with limited 
resources and an eight person staff, we cannot provide a full coverage 
service. As a result, members will need to become more active in the 
promotion of Guernsey genetics. Our current staff can assist you by 
providing informational brochures and contacts. Together, we can 
develop a sound network. 0

President’s Report 

American Guernsey Association

address to the 
membership.

can Guernsey 
Association Annual Meeting. I would 
like to thank the people of Iowa who 
have made this meeting very enjoy- 
able and exciting — they even threw 
in a tornado warning — at no charge. 

I would like to take this opportu- 
nity to publicly thank the board 
members who have worked so hard 
for me and for you. I would like to 
recognize the production committee 
members that have been appointed 
this past year to serve in a role of 
increasing production and profitabii- 
ity of Guernsey cattle. To all of the 
people who give of themselves and 
their time to improve the Guernsey 
breed, whether in service on a com- 
mittee, as a breed supporter, or as 
dairy personnel, I, as a Guernsey 
breeder, say thank you. 

This past year has presented chal- 
lenges to me, as president, and the 
board of directors. Arlene Crosser, 
office manager, resigned to join 
Eberhard Services. Erick Metzger 
resigned to become superintendent 
of records with The American Jersey 
Cattle Club. Guernsey Marketing 
Service was down-scaled and with 
that, Dave Parkinson was released. 
Then, we had the retirement of Ed 
Wright. I would like to thank each 
one of them for their contributions to 
the Guernsey breed. 


Cline Brubaker 
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Each of these happenings required 
your board’s attention. Meetings were 
held at Expo in Wisconsin and Lou- 
isville, in addition to the regular 
board meeting in December in Co- 
lumbus. Lee Riggs, Eldon Moss and 
myself also attended the PDCA meet- 
ings in Columbus. 

In the executive secretary posi- 
tion, people were made aware of the 
position opening and applications 
were received by the search commit- 
tee that consisted of Gene Meyer, Lee 
Riggs, Eldon Moss and myself. Two 
applicants were interviewed and we 
hired Neil Jensen as the AGA Execu- 
tive Secretary effective March 1, 
1993. We look forward to a long, 
rewarding relationship with Neil. 

The board and staff are working to 
improve our breed and our associa- 
tion. Those of us who serve on com- 
mittees and attend various breed 
functions demonstrate our confi- 
dence in the association and breed. 

How can we do a better job as an 
association? How can we involve 
more of our membership and their 
varied talents? How can we be of 
better service to the breed and the 
breeders? How can we raise funds to 
enable more services? We do an ad- 
mirable job among ourselves, but 
how can we reach others that are 
less active with our enthusiasm? 

I feel that things have been done 
this year to enhance our endeavors. 
We are working with other breed 
associations to better utilize each 
other’s strengths. We are working to 
improve communication at all lev- 
els. Let’s continue to move forward. 

This past year shows a $73,849 
loss of which $53,662 is deprecia- 
tion. But, if we exclude depreciation, 
this still left a cash flow loss of 
$20,200. We must do better! 

Your board, at the December meet- 
ing, adopted a proposed budget based 
on receiving 11,000 registrations and 
3,750 transfers. That would show a 
loss of $12,900, but this reflects a 
$48,600 depreciation expense. This 
means we would have a positive 
cash flow of $35,700 with $7,000 of 
that being interest. All of our projec- 
tions are on line except registra- 
tions, which are running below. Our 
staff and board are concerned. Please 
help us with your business. You can 
see the challenge we have had. We 
are making progress. You must con- 
tinue to support the association with 
registrations, appraisals, advertis- 
ing and your talents. More people 
must be involved to make this work. 

Our Journal advertising says we 
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believe in Guernseys. The ones who 
believe will be the strength of the 
Association. Count yourselves as one 
of these, and let’s make our Associa- 
tion stronger. Give Guernseys a bet- 
ter advantage by better management 
than ever before. 


Promotion and Information 
Committee Report 

Promotion and Information Com- 
mittee Chairman Robert Holcomb of 
Greene, New York, gave the following 
report to the membership.

Promotional materials are avail- 
able. All promotional brochures have 
been updated and are available im- 
mediately. Anew AGA logo has been 
developed. Pins, calendars, and pen 
and pencil sets are also for sale. 

Journal subscription renewals will 
now be done more conveniently. Sub- 
scribers will automatically be in- 
voiced two months prior to expira- 
tion of their current subscription for 
a renewal. The invoice will be can- 
celed for anyone not wanting to re- 
new. 

The 1994 National Guernsey Con- 
vention will be held in Burlington, 
Vermont. 1995 is still open. Inter- 
ested parties in hosting the 1995 
annual meeting should contact the 
AGA. Maryland will host the 1996 
convention. This will also mark the 
75th ariniversary of the Maryland 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association.

Marketing Committee Report 
Marketing Committee Chairman 


Truman Weaver of Goshen, Indiana, 
gave the following report to the mem- 
bership. 


Mr. Presi- 
dent, ladies and 
gentlemen, this 
is the report of 
the Marketing 
Committee. 
Even though we 
eliminated the 
position of 
Guernsey Mar- 
keting Service coordinator, we still 
do quite a bit in the marketing area, 
and I think it’s important that we 
keep this up. 

Marketing our cattle is a very im- 
portant aspect of this organization, 
and we need to continue to empha- 
size this. The past year helped with 
having two dispersals and the com- 
ing year we may help with three or 
four more. This isn’t something we 
encourage, but we can assist with 
expert help, such as reading pedi- 
grees and preparing catalogs. Of 
course, our staff usually carries some 
absentee bids so that we can provide 
some good help at a sale. We make 
good catalogs which help the seller, 
and it’s a good area of profit for us. 

This year, as in past years, we 
helped manage the National Con- 
vention Sale. Next year we'll be man- 
aging the sale ourselves in Vermont. 
Vermont has asked us to be in charge 
of the sale, and the goal is to have 40 
good consignments due to the fact 
that it’s not as greatly populated of 
an area as the midwest. 

One area the board has encour- 
aged is to build up the involvement 
in the Guernsey Gold Heifer Sale. 
The past three only had two sell each 
year, and this year we could possibly 
have 12. We think this is a step in the 
right direction. This encourages our 
youth to become involved. 

Another area that is very impor- 
tant is milk marketing. We don’t 
have staff that can work in this area, 
but we do support Jersey’s Equity 
Program in trying to help bring in 
multiple component pricing. We've 
had suggestions for how to promote 
our milk, perhaps by promoting beta 
carotene. Guernsey milk has a higher 
concentration of beta carotene than 
any other milk. 

Another area discussed was how 
do we finance new breeders who 
would like to invest in Guernseys. 
Sometimes the investing commu- 
nity would rather breeders invest in 
other breeds. 

Perhaps one area where we could 
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improve sales is in exports. We’ve 
had requests for embryos in Austra- 
lia and other foreign countries. This 
could help create a demand for our 
cattle. If we work together and em- 
phasize marketing, this will increase 
the value of our breed. We need to 
become enthused and involved in 
the marketing of our cattle. 

A motion to accept the Marketing 
Committee report passed. 


Records Committee Report 
Records Committee Chairman Lee 
Riggs of Evansville, Indiana, gave 
the following report to the member- 


Mr. Chair- 
man, fellow 
Guernsey 
breeders and 
employees, our 
Records Com- 
mittee has had 
quite a task 
over the past 
year. At our De- 
cember board meeting, we voted to 
not require DHIR records for the TPE 
program, making DHIR optional. You 
can use DHIA records and receive 
the same privileges as those using 
DHIR records. The real savings is in 
your state DHIR fees. 

We alsovoted to include the herdlife 
factor in the July bull proofs with a 
five protein to one fat to one herdlife 
ratio. The board also approved for 
the a.m./p.m. records for DHIA to be 
official records. Milk only records 
will be included on pedigrees, but 
will not be official records. 

The board approved Holstein’s pro- 
posal on the changes in the Unified 
Score Card. The new card should be 
printed by PDCA around July l. 
More emphasis was put on udder, 
making it worth 40 percent. Dairy 
character was left at 20 percent. 
General appearance is no longer part 
of the score card, but was divided 
into feet and legs and frame making 
them each worth 15 percent. Body 
capacity was left at ten percent. 

Total Performance Evaluation sign- 
up is down by about 25 herds at this 
time. Your staff proposed that we go 
on an 18 month sign-up program 
and the board approved. If you have 
questions about this, look at the full 
page ad on it in the June Journal. 

The AGA is currently studying the 
possibility of a joint appraisal pro- 
gram with Brown Swiss and Milking 
Shorthorn. We're going to be trying 
some of these efforts. Staff will con- 
tinue to pursue the cost effective- 
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ness of this. We all know that it’s not 
cheap to run cars up and down the 
road. If they can do twice as many 
cows, it will save all of us money. 

Our blood typing program is be- 
coming more expensive. Our blood 
typing has been done in the past at 
ImmGen, and they are raising their 
fees. The board instructed staff to 
look for another place for blood typ- 
ing. If this can’t be found, female 
blood typing will go up to $40 in- 
stead of the present $35. This will 
become effective August 1, giving 
staff the time to look for another lab. 

As I'm sure you're all aware, the 
board voted in December to separate 
the GGG program from the AGA. We 
will soon know the outcome from 
that vote. I sincerely hope that re- 
gardless of the outcome from that 
vote, we will all put our differences 
on that issue behind us, and move 
forward for the good of all of us and 
the AGA. 

It’s been proposed to us that people 
who own a few cows in another herd 
be allowed to score their cows. Your 
board voted that animals owned by 
individuals housed on the same farm 
may be considered separate herds 
for appraisal purposes. If an animal 
is transferred that is over 15 months 
of age between herd owners within 
one year prior to appraisal, then all 
animals eligible for appraisal in the 
herd must be appraised. If both herds 
are not appraised, then occasional 
classification rates will be charged if 
appraised during a regular sched- 


ule. However, the minimum herd fee 
will be $75. 

I have a hand-out on possible 
changes in the Genetic Recovery Pro- 
gram. (See Diagram I) Let me draw 
your attention first of all to the bot- 
tom of that page. This proposal is for 
consideration and discussion. This 
proposal would require an amend- 
ment to the Constitution. The board 
has not voted on that amendment 
yet. It is our hope that you will 
discuss this issue and let your board 
members know your feelings so that 
if the majority favor such a move, 
then that amendment can be made 
at the December board meeting. 
Then, you would be required to vote 
on that at the June meeting. If you're 
not in favor of such a move, we'd like 
to know that too. 

Our proposal is that an additional 
step be added to our present Genetic 
Recovery Program. That step we are 
calling Step I, which is the Recorded 
Female. That female would be a mini- 
mum of 50 percent Guernsey, but 
she could well be 100 percent Guern- 
sey. Step II we are calling GT, or 
Guernsey Type. This would be a 
minimum of 75 percent Guernsey 
and would be comparable to our OA 
step presently in the GR program. 
Step III, using a registered Guernsey 
male on the Guernsey Type female, 
gives us the Provisional Guernsey, 
the same step we now have with a 
minimum of 88 percent Guernsey. 
The final step is just as it is now, the 
Genetic Recovery female. Any ani-

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mal not appearing to have Guernsey 
type at any step in this program 
would move back to Step I. 

Animals at all levels would have 
available the same information as a 
registered animal, such as a certifi- 
cate, production records and ap- 
praisal. Provisional Registry females 
are eligible for AGA production 
awards. Genetic Recovery females 
would have the same privileges as 
registered Guernseys. Where ad- 
equate records are available, an ani- 
mal may be brought into the pro- 
gram at the GT step. 

Your board does not like to make 
changes, but 10,000 registrations 
will not support the programs we 
have now. We have to do something. 
We have cut staff to the bare bone. 
We are basically doing the same 
work with the same number of cows 
that Brown Swiss is doing with twice 
as many people as we have. The 
proposed changes in the GR pro- 
gram are an effort to get in more 
registrations, and that’s to increase 
income. If you don’t want this, then 
let us know. But, we’re going to have 
to get those registrations in, or we're 
going to have to cut something. 

Changing the appraisal program 
will not be real popular. I’m sure 
most of us are very comfortable with 
what we've over had the last year. 
But, it costs money to run those cars 
up and down the road. So, if we can 
appraise twice as many cows, then 
we have to do that. If you don’t want 
that, get those registrations in so 
that we can afford to do it on our 
own. 

A motion to accept the Records 
Committee report passed. 


Finance Committee Report 
Finance Committee Chairman 
Ralph Turley of Mansfield, Ohio, gave 
the following report to the member- 
ship. 


Mr. Presi- 
dent, a lot of my 
financial report 
is repetition. It’s 
my duty to re- 
port to you the 
finances, no 
matter what 
they are. Our 
1992 financial 
statement 
showed that the AGA lost $73,849, 
and that also includes depreciation. 
All of these figures that I’m going to 
give you include depreciation. My 
problem with depreciation is that it 
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won't buy anything. 

Registration income fell in 1992 
by $19,636 when compared to the 
budget. The AGA suffered three ofits 
worst months in October, November 
and December when registrations 
seemed to nose-dive. TPE income, 
however, improved and was ahead of 
budget by $7,350. 

Advertising revenue in 1992 fell 
short by $7,000. We think that the 
Journal is probably our most valu- 
able asset at this time in communi- 
cations. So, we have gone along with 
staffs idea of a 50 to 50 advertising 
to editorial ratio. We know we're 
going to lose a little, but we think it’s 
so important to keep the lines of 
communication open that we need 
to absorb this loss. 

Overall AGA income for 1992 was 
$7,000 more than budgeted due to 
several GMS sales that had not been 
budgeted. We have no way of know- 
ing how many dispersal sales we're 
going to have. 

On the expense side, the AGA ex- 
pense pretty much fell in line with 
budget in most areas. Salary ex- 
pense was under budget by $5,000, 
and staff travel was over budget by 
$4,100. GMS did very little to im- 
prove the bottom line in 1992, even 
with additional sales that were man- 
aged. The budget gross margin would 
have added $9,570 to net income, 
compared to our actual gross mar- 
gin of $13,742. The overhead costs 
incurred from the additional sales 
more than exceeded the difference of 
$4,172. 

As is usually the case, declining 
registration income played a major 
role in the budget. Looking ahead to 
1993, we have what we think is a 
very conservative budget. But, we’re 
not sure of the outcome at this par- 
ticular time. We'll review it just a 
little bit so that you'll be familiar 
with what the possibilities are. 

The board last year approved the 
most conservative budget in recent 
years based on 11,000 registrations 
and 3,750 transfers. It would give 
the AGA a modest loss in 1993 of 
$12,871, and again, that’s including 
depreciation. The board felt that 
these numbers reflect the current 
downward trend in registrations and 
therefore, scaled back expenses to 
fall in line with these numbers. 

However, registrations and trans- 
fers for the first five months of 1993 
are running behind budget, and our 
projections are now for 10,000 regis- 
trations and 3,500 transfers. This 
will result in a projected loss in 1993 


of $31,000, and again, that’s after 
depreciation. All other areas of rev- 
enue are pretty much falling in line 
with the 1993 budget. 

The total AGA expenses for 1993 
are in line and are currently under 
budget by $5,556. I might add that 
the first week in June was good. We 
probably had the most registrations 
in one week that we've had in several 
years. We hope that this is a change, 
but that remains to be seen. It’s up 
to you to make that change work. 

The bottom line at the end of May 
showed the AGA with a net income of 
$13,905. The budget approved in 
December would have shown 
$31,589. For the first five months 
there’s a difference of $17,685. We're 
still in the black for 1993, and if we 
can increase registrations and trans- 
fers like we did the first week in 
June, we can realize the budget as 
we've proposed it. 

One thing the AGA has startedisa 
promotion campaign which could 
generate dollars. Staff is also inves- 
tigating the benefits of working with 
Brown Swiss on appraisal and field 
services. This is an area we can 
explore and that will give us an idea 
of if we need to go ahead with any 
joint efforts. This is a start and we 
can see what the outcome will be 
from this meager start. 

The three breeds have some ad- 
vantages in their accounting, data 
and marketing departments. At this 
time, the other associations will have 
to scale down quite a bit with their 
personnel in order to be in line with 
the trend that we've taken. As has 
already been mentioned to you, we 
have about as much work as they 
have using half the number of people. 
How this can be absorbed is a terrific 
responsibility of the board and staff 
to arrange this to our advantage. 

I challenge you people doing this 
work to make sure we're not left out. 
You can rest assured that the staff 
and board will do everything they 
can over the next six months to 
reverse this downward trend and get 
the AGA back in black. We can do it 
with a unification of the member- 
ship support. It’s entirely in your 
hands.

I have 
the report of the 
Guernsey 
Foundation for 
the year 1992. 
The total assets 
of the Founda- 
tion at the year 
end of 1992 
were $291,631. This is an increase 
over 1991 of over $14,000. Most of 
the assets are invested in govern- 
ment securities due in March 1994, 
except for approximately $50,000 in 
a bank account. 

Contributions the Foundation re- 
ceived in 1992 totaled $1,621, which 
is a pretty slim figure. I would like to 
encourage every member to take a 
close look and see if they can’t con- 
tribute something to increase this 
figure, either individually or as a 
group. The Foundation assets could 
increase to $500,000 over the next 
couple of years. There’s no reason 
that as a group pulling together we 
can’t reach this goal. 

The Foundation did not fund any 
research projects during 1992. We 
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have no major fundings in progress 
at the present time. We do have some 
proposed research projects pending, 
those being the MOET program and 
one from the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Madison to further the research 


on Johnes. 

If we all pull together, we can make 
a sound Foundation for the future of 
Guernseys.

AGA Executive Secretary- 
Treasurer’s Report 
American Guernsey Association 
Executive Secretary-Treasurer Neil 
Jensen gave the following address to 
the membership. 

The Guern- 
sey breed hasa 
proud history, 
and each of us 
has a bit of us 
in it. Cows like 
Fox Run AFC 
Faye, Colbys 
Mae or Norgerts 
Nance Tid are a 
few I think of when I reflect on the 
past. I’m sure each of you have your 
favorites too. However, there is a 
time to reflect on accomplishments, 
and there is a time to look ahead to 
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the future. Today is the time to look 
ahead and actually, this convention 
has been looking ahead. The future 
is out in the sale barn, in the frozen 
embryos selling pool-side, and our 
future leaders who were recognized 
last night at the youth banquet. In 
fact, everyone here today is an im- 
portant piece of the puzzle of the 
future of the Guernsey breed. 

Do you know what your role in the 
future of the Guernsey breed is? 
Before we answer that question, let 
me start by saying that we can, and 
will, develop a successful future. 
Why? The breed simply does have 
the genetics and characteristics for 
promotion and growth. Guernseys 
do produce a superior milk that is 
high in beta carotene and compo- 
nents. They have a moderate tem- 
perament, which make Guernseys 
easy to work with; they do better in 
hot weather than the majority breed; 
and they are efficient converters. 

As Calvin Covington stated in his 
article in the June Journal, we are a 
small group, but no matter how small 
the group, if we are organized and 
know the facts, we can accomplish 
our goals.As important as it may be 
to be involved in all facets of the 
dairy industry, I don’t believe any of 
us have the time or resources to 
adequately participate in every area. 
However, it is our responsibility to 
be knowledgeable in all areas. 

The sale of milk is the predomi- 
nant source of income for Guernsey 
breeders, so let’s start here. You as 
breeders must feel this is necessary 
too with all of your questions about 
milk marketing in the open forum. 
Consumers are increasing their pur- 
chases of low fat dairy products and 
this trend will continue. Protein will 
still continue to be milk’s most valu- 
able component. With this in mind, 
one must be aware of developments 
in milk pricing systems and govern- 
mental dairy policy. As Guernsey 
breeders, we need a voice making 
sure that these policies and pricing 
systems are equitable to all milk 
markets. If you don’t, someone else 
will establish your milk market. 

Marketing of cattle and embryos is 
another important area that we need 
to become more involved in. For be- 
ginners, marketing of cattle is prob- 
ably one of the more important rea- 
sons to register your cattle. Here 
your investment can realize gain very 
quickly. We need to develop both a 
stronger domestic market and culti- 
vate an international market. You 
are probably the best tool for devel- 


oping this domestic market. How? 
When a farmer is getting top produc- 
tion or is happy with his cows you 
can see interest grow in his neigh- 
borhood for the Guernsey cow. Also, 
working together and supporting 
local breeders in acquiring Guern- 
seys is also an instrumental part in 
the domestic market. 

On the international scene, the 
American Guernsey Association has 
been getting its feet wet. It’s time to 
get more than our feet wet. Trade 
barriers between countries are not 
the huge obstacles they were a few 
years ago. And, foreign markets are 
looking to the U.S. for genetics. The 
U.S. Guernsey does have something 
to offer. However, we need to take 
that extra step to promote our genet- 
ics and put the extra time into help- 
ing an international deal be a suc- 
cess. If we don’t take advantage of 
this opportunity, other breeds and 
other countries will, and we will lose 
the market share that is available. 

The breed needs to continue em- 
phasizing protein production. This 
July, the bull PTI list and cow CPI list 
will place a greater emphasis on 
protein and a smaller emphasis on 
butterfat. Take advantage of this 
and stress protein in your mating 
selections. The international market 
also places a high emphasis on pro- 
tein. In fact, a recent visitor from 
South Africa told me that the U.S. is 
definitely a leader in genetics, but 
that our milk pricing system is an- 
cient compared to the rest of the 
world. This sounds like a similar 
story to what Calvin Covington told 
us on Sunday. 

Do you realize that the AGA is 
you? The board of directors and staff 
are a part of the AGA and along with 
the membership, we all make up the 
AGA.

Partici- 
pating in the AGA programs pro- 
vides you with the tools needed to be 
prepared to harvest profits available 
in marketing. Identification, produc- 
tion, and classification records along

cans. He was also well-known for his 
merchandising abilities when he 
hosted the Win Crest sales. Through 
these, he demonstrated that top dol- 
lars should be spent for top genetics. 

Winters got his start in the Guern- 
sey business as far back as 1950 
when he purchased a Chicona 
Norwyn daughter, Bonneville Vidalia, 
for $150. “Vidalia” had three daugh- 
ters and Wincrest Knights Vel, the 
first 96 point cow in the breed, is a 
direct descendent from her. Winters 
was the breeder of four national grand 
champions, as well as breeding three 
of the sires of these champions. Three 
of these four national grand champi- 
ons went on to produce national 
class-leading records! 

Winters has earned the respect of 
many key leaders in the dairy indus- 
try. Doug Wilson, chief executive 
officer for 21st Century Genetics, 
said that Ken Winters is a master 
breeder. He said, “Seldom can any- 
one look back on a career in cattle 
breeding and have household names 
like “Vel” as a part of their contribu- 
tion.

from its formation in 1952 until it 
was dispersed in 1988. From 1961 
forward, Penn Del Farm was a regu- 
lar recipient of the Gold Star Breeder 
Award. Their milk was sold under 
the Golden Guernsey label to a local 
dairy until bought out by a larger 
regional dairy. Witmer paid close 
attention to production and type to 
develop a herd with uniformity and

Witmer has strong ties in the dairy 
community. Elsie Wolff, a fellow 
Pennsylvania Guernsey breeder, said 
Witmer has “always been a strong 
supporter of the Guernsey cow and 
her potential to be a leader among 
the dairy breeds. Raymond is re- 
spected in his community as a leader 
and willing to lend a helping hand.” 

Witmer was certified as an ap- 
proved judge for all breeds in Penn- 
sylvania by the state's Purebred Dairy 
Cattle Association and judged cattle 
for nearly 20 years. He was also 
active showing cattle in Maryland, 
Harrisburg, Madison and Louisville. 
Penn Del Farm hosted the Pennsyl- 
vania PDCA judging school twice, 
along with numerous 4-H, FFA and 
college judging teams over the years. 

In 1987, Witmer received the 
Charles Cowen Memorial Award for 
leadership contributing to the im- 
provement and promotion of the 
Pennsylvania dairy industry from 
the Pennsylvania Dairy and Allied 
Industries Association. He received 
a certificate of appreciation in 1975 
from the American Guernsey Cattle 
Club for sincere dedication and lead- 
ership in the Guernsey industry while 
serving as a member of the board of 
directors from 1965 to 1975. In 1964, 
he was awarded with the Outstand- 
ing Pennsylvania Farmer Award by 
the American Grassland Council. 

Witmer is a member of National 
Dairy Shrine, a past chairman of 
Mid-Atlantic Guernsey Sires, past 
president of the Pennsylvania Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association, and a di- 
rector and class sponsor of the Penn- 
sylvania All-American Show. He has 
also been the president for Guernsey 
Restaurants, Inc. for six years. The 
Witmers have four children. 


Special Citation 

Jim Trotter of Enon Valley, Penn- 
sylvania, presented the John 
Merryman Family of Sparks, Mary- 
land, with a Special Citation for 
Merryman’s contributions, dedica- 
tion and loyalty to the Guernsey 
breed. Unfortunately, the Merryman 
Family was unable to attend the 
meeting. 

The late John Merryman managed 
and auctioned Guernsey sales for 45 
years in 38 states and Canada. He 
managed nearly every major Guern- 
sey sale in North America and 
Canada during his long career. By 
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1977, he had auctioned off 62 of the 
66 Guernsey bulls that sold for 
$10,000 or more. What's more, 86 of 
the 94 highest-priced Guernseys ever 
sold were auctioned under his gavel. 

Merryman owned some of the fin- 
est Guernseys available at that time. 
Among them was Willow Brook Dena, 
who at one time held the milk pro- 
duction record for the Guernsey 
breed. Another was Cleverlands 
Darimost Chrystal, the highest- 
scored cow of the breed at that time. 
Another cow the accomplished cattle 
enthusiast owned at one time was 
MD Maple Lawn Maquis Glamour, 
the dam of Allendairy Glamourous 
Ivy, the first cow ever sold for one 
million dollars. 

Merryman owned and operated a 
500-acre property near Sparks, 
known as The Orebanks. He was a 
former director of the Maryland State 
Fair, a trustee of the Maryland 4-H 
Foundation, and Director of the 
Maryland Guernsey Breeders' Asso- 
ciation. In 1991, he was proclaimed 
the Baltimore County Agriculture 
Man of the Year. Merryman is sur- 
vived by his wife Katherine, six chil- 
dren, six grandchildren, a sister and 
a brother. 


Presentation of Production Awards 

Neil Jensen recognized the 1992 
National Production Award Winners. 
The seven national individual cow 
production awards for 1992 are 
shared by cows from five different 
states with three of the awards being 
won by cows in Ohio. 


Liebers Trophy and Valley Set Award 


Nat'l Guernsey Queen Amy Church and 
Lee Riggs presented Ralph Turley with the 
Liebers Trophy and Vallet Set Award for 
owning the living lifetime production win- 
ner for milk and butterfat. 


Winner of the Liebers Trophy and 
Valley Set Award for living lifetime 
production for milk and butterfat in 
1992 is Burnt Ponds Choices Liza. 
As of December 31, 1992, “Liza” had 
produced 210,547 pounds of milk 


and 9,919 pounds of butterfat in 
4,024 days. 

Ralph Turley came forward to ac- 
cept the awards that “Liza” won. To 
be considered for this award, the 
cow must be living on December 31 
of the preceding year and be in pro- 
duction on official test during a por- 
tion of that year. 

The Liebers Trophy was established 
in 1949 by Mr. & Mrs. Otto Liebers of 
Lincoln, Nebraska, to recognize the 
cow with the highest living lifetime 
milk production. In 1986, the Ron 
Wenger family of Goshen, Indiana, 
established the Valley Set Award to 
recognize the cow with the highest 
living lifetime butterfat production. 

“Liza” was born May 24,1977. She 
was bred by the Edelblute Brothers, 
Ostrander, Ohio. Ralph Turley, 
Raemelton Dairy, Mansfield, Ohio, 
purchased “Liza in 1979 and is her 
current owner. “Liza” has completed 
four lactations over 20,000 pounds 
of milk and two lactations over 1,000 
pounds of butterfat. Her highest 
lactation began at 7 years 7 months 
of age when she produced 24,760 
pounds of milk 1,203 pounds of 
butterfat and 771 pounds of protein 
in 361 days. “Liza” earned Gold Star 
Cow recognition in 1983. She was 
appraised 90 points at six years and 
ten months of age. 

“Liza” has five daughters includ- 
ing Raemelton Premier Lucky, who 
is appraised Excellent-91 and has a 
best lactation at 6 years 4 months of 
age of 19,340 pounds of milk, 986 
pounds of butterfat and 574 pounds 
of protein. Lee Riggs, chairman of 
the Records Committee, and Amy 
Church, National Guernsey Queen, 
presented the Liebers Trophy and 
Valley Set Awards.

milk, 871 pounds of butterfat and 
662 pounds of protein. Laeschland 
Farm is owned and operated by Phil 
and Joyce Laesch and their chil- 
dren, Michelle, Dan and Darren. Phil 
& Joyce Laesch came forward to 
receive these awards. 

Phil purchased his first Guernsey 
at the 1972 Illinois State Guernsey 
Sale.

With limited re- 
sources, we must have professional 
help to know exactly where and how 
to best promote our product with the 
resources we do have. 

In England, there are several high 
quality, high demand products which 
are made exclusively from Guernsey 
milk.

The operation of Trotacre Farm is 
a family affair, and a successful one 
at that! The herd is ranked fourth for 
milk, fifth for fat and sixth for pro- 
tein in the nation for herds with 10 to 
29 cows with their 1992 rolling herd 
average of 17,811M, 783F and 608P. 

The Guernsey herd at Trotacre 
Farm in Enon Valley, Pennsylvania, 
began with Jim Trotter’s FFA 
projects. Now, he has passed old 
traditions on to his sons, Bob and 
Dave. Together, the three men and 
their families are now building new 
traditions on the farm. Bob is the 
resident crop expert, Dave works 
mostly with the cattle, and Jim is 
business manager for the Pennsyl- 
vania Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion.. They have combined their in- 
terests and expertise in different ar- 
eas into a successful dairy opera- 
tion. 


Quality Feed Is Essential 

What does a successful dairy do to 
become this way? The Trotters agree 
that quality feed is a big plus. They 
credit high-moisture corn with giv- 
ing them the biggest boost, feeding it 
three times daily. It is mixed twice a 
day with cotton seed and a low pro- 
tein mix. Three kinds of grain are 
also fed as well. Dave said, “We make 
sure there’s feed in front of them all 
the time.” 
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Grass mixes will soon become a 
more important part of the ration. 
Bob said, “We plan to start seeding 
more grass mixes so that it can be 
baled. Right now we have some 
seeded down in our wheat, and we

will do more in the future.” They are 
currently farming 560 acres where 
they grow mostly corn, soybeans 
and alfalfa. 

The cows are given permanent ac- 
cess to pasture. One reason for this 
is because the Trotters are firm be- 
lievers in exercise. Another manage- 
ment practice they started this year 
is using foot baths to reduce feet 
problems. Four times a week the 
cows go through these baths as they 
leave the milking area. 

The Trotters are also firm believers 
in TLC — tender loving care. The 
animals are kept in tie stalls, as well 
as free stalls. Dave said, “I like tie 
stalls best because the cows can get 
more individual care and attention 
that way.” Besides giving the cows 


excellent care, they also keep good 
help on hand. 

Proper Management Practices 

Start At Day One 

Good animals don’t just happen. 
Care has to be taken with them from 
the very beginning. Newborn calves 
are fed colostrum for at least two 
days. After the first week, they are 
put on buckets of milk replacer. 
Other newborn management prac- 
tices, such as dipping the naval and 
vaccinating for calfhood scours, are 
closely followed. 

Calves are fed an 18 percent pro- 
tein grain mix in hutches until they 
are two months old. After they have 
been weaned, they are put on an 18 
percent roasted bean feeding pro- 
gram to stimulate a faster growth 
rate. All heifers up to breeding age 
are given free choice of hay. When 
they reach breeding age, they are fed 
corn silage, haylage and high-mois- 
ture corn. 

Close attention is paid to breed- 
ing. The Trotters try not to have 
heifers freshen in January or Febru- 
ary. They say they have less prob- 
lems if they calve from March to 
November. Heifers are usually bred 
A.I., but good, young bulls are kept 
on the farm for problem breeders. 
The family also believes in using 
young sires. They assist in sampling 
bulls from Mid-Atlantic Guernsey 
Sires and American Breeders Ser- 
vice, as well as their own young 
sires. They use A.I. bulls like Fayette, 
Magic, and Perfecto. 


The Cows That Helped 
Make It Happen 

When you think of Trotacre Farm, 
an immediate cow name probably 
comes to mind That is Trotacre 
Fayette Loretta, an Excellent-92 
Fayette daughter with records over 
30,000 pounds of milk.

The Hemsarths are in the pro- 
cess of building a 150-stall free stall 
barn with room left over for expan- 
sion. The double-six herringbone 
parlor will have stalls for eight when 


the time comes that the 
additional two are 
needed. Right now, the 
couple is milking 40 
cows.

seys and putting these embryos in 
Holsteins. Brenda said, “If it be- 
comes economical to sex embryos, 
we will flush even more.”

We need 
good feet and legs.” A management 
practice they will use with their new 
barn is foot baths.

of the dairy are done by family mem- 
bers. Berneta serves as the manager 
for the dairy, and Brad helps with 
the morning and evening milkings of 
the 65 milking Guernseys. He also 
works as a surveyor for the Pennsyl- 
vania Game Commission. They have 
one full-time hired man, Troy, and 
two additional part-time helpers. 

At Snider Homestead, breeding is 
an important issue. Berneta said, 
“My dad’s philosophy was to breed 
for type and feed for production. We 
try to follow that same philosophy 
now.” The Gables do this by breed- 
ing with the likes of Fayette, Smokey 
and Magic, with Fayette now the 
most prominent sire in the herd. 
Berneta’s father used Dairy Fayvor 
heavily in the 1970s. She said, “Dairy 
Fayvor took common cows to a little 
bit fancy.” 

Not only do the Gables breed to 
proven sires, they are also strong 
believers in young sires and are ac- 
tive with American Breeders Service 
young sires. Berneta said, “It’s our 
obligation to prove young bulls com- 
ing out.” 

Feeding for production is not a 
small task at Snider Homestead. 
Working with a nutritionist, the 
Gables are now using all minerals. 
They feed haylage year-round, as 
well as corn silage from October to 
May. From May to November, the 
cows are on pasture when condi- 
tions are good. In the past, they have 
tried rotational grazing, but there 
are too many deer to do this success- 
fully. They hope to purchase a mixer 
this year to help with their own 
rations. 

The Gables make sure the cows 
get plenty of exercise. Every morning 
the cows are let out to pasture and

then brought in at noon to help keep 
them cool. Berneta said, “The long 
walk to pasture every day may have 
kept them healthy.” In the past, the 
cows were only let out once a week 
during the winter months. This win- 
ter, they plan to let them out for 
exercise every day. 

The herd is also on official test. 
When Berneta’s father and grandfa- 
ther farmed together, they had one 
of the first herds in their area to go 
on official DHI test. They have con- 
tinually been on test since that time. 

One goal the Gables have is to 
start flushing. They have started the 
process and are preparing to flush a 
virgin heifer out of Sniders Obers 
Icey. “Icey” is a 93 point Sniders 
Admirals Ober daughter with records 
to 18,420 pounds of milk. She had 
numerous show winnings in 1991, 
including 3rd place 4-year-old at the 
National Guernsey Show in Harris- 
burg and first place 4-year-old at the 
Maryland State Fair. They also plan 
to use her bull for breeding purposes 
in the herd. 

Proper care of all of the animals is 
the number one priority at Snider 
Homestead. The cows are especially 
pampered during the long winter 
months, and the better ones are 
always give an extra opportunity to 
prove themselves before they are 
culled from the herd. Berneta said, “I 
just wish that I could spend more 
time with the cows.” 0

Farms Telestar Lance. She has 
records to 26,240M, 1,116F and 
837P with over 136,000M lifetime to 
date. She just completed her 7-07 
lactation with over 24,000 pounds of 
milk in 305 days.

the parlor. 

A home-made total mixed ration of 
haylage and corn silage is fed to the 
animals. The high producers also 
receive a top-dressing on their feed 
that is fed to them in the barn. They 
hope to soon be group feeding a 
TMR. Five months ago, the 
Hemsharths started feeding a TMR 
silage to calves as soon as they come 
off the bucket. So far, they are doing 
great. A feed company nutritionist is 
contracted to help with the ration. 

Dry hay is not fed to the cows 
because it leaves an opportunity for 
the ration to become unbalanced. 
There is no way to control how much 
dry hay a cow consumes. Because 
the cows will only be fed a TMR in the 
new barn and no dry hay, they have 
started to feed them this same way 
now. There is no convenient way for 
the animals to graze at the 
Hemsarths, so they are not out on 
pasture. 


Dairying has been a tradition in 
the Hemsharth family. Bruce’s par- 
ents received the farm as a wedding 
gift when they were married. After 
working with his parents for four 
years, Bruce and Brenda bought the 
farm in 1988. There are 170 acres on 
the farm and around 90 of those 
acres are farmed. Bruce and Brenda 
only work on the dairy so they have 
custom work done by family mem- 
bers. 

TRJ Dee Bee D Loxie, an 88 point 
Maxvales Donna Star Diamond 
daughter, is a favorite of the 
Hemsharths. Bruce said, “She’s an 
8-year-old cow that looks like a 3- 
year-old. She comes fresh every year 
with no problems. IfI had a barn full 
cows like her, I'd build an even big- 
ger barn!” They have flushed a virgin 
heifer out of “Loxie” who has done 
well for them. 

The Hemsharths have four chil- 
dren: Amanda, 13; Greg, 10; Andy, 
8; and Erica, 5. They have a part- 
time hired man who helps out as 
well. 0

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An open forum was held at the 
AGA National Convention in 
Dubuque, Iowa, giving breeders the 
opportunity to ask questions of staff 
and board members. The following 
is an overview of this question and 
answer session. 


We in the west are always interested 
in more field services, especially for 
promotion of new breeders and youth. 
Many opportunities exist. What do 
future plans hold? 


Neil Jensen: At this point, the AGA 
does have a part time fieldman in 
Wisconsin with Tim Griswold. We 
are looking at expanding field ser- 
vices by working together with the 
Brown Swiss and Milking Shorthorn 
Associations. We're starting with Paul 
Kreuger in Ohio in working together 
with those two organizations. 

We feel comfortable with what we've 
started, and our hope is that in six 
months or a year, we can justify 
having a fieldman in the west, or 
having someone that can reach ev- 
ery area of the country. We will wait 
until we're comfortable with the first 
person, and then we'll expand from 
there. We plan to use breeders them- 
selves promoting the cows. It’s im- 
portant to use breeders for promo- 
tion too. Breeders can also assist 
with genetic recovery and other work. 


Are any plans in the works to push for 
premium pricing for beta carotene? 


Cline Brubaker: I believe that it was 
in 1985 when a study was funded by 
the Guernsey Foundation to study 
the content of beta carotene. The 
study put into a lot of detail some of 
the results which showed that beta 
carotene is basically in the fat por- 
tion of the milk. One of the things we 
are going to look at is a number of 
institutions who independently 
bottle their own milk and make a 
product. Guernsey milk has two to 
three times the amount of beta caro- 
tene than any other milk has. Even 
Jersey milk does not have this. We 
have got to be pioneers and utilize 
what we are doing today. 


Can the Guernsey Foundation fund 
the MOET program? Why or why not? 
Neil Jensen: At this point, the AGA 
has been searching for universities 
and other groups to fund the MOET 
program so that we can maintain 
our non-profit status. So far, we 
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have been unable to find a university 
to work with the AGA on this. 


Is the board of directors considering 
the expansion of the Genetic Recov- 
ery program? 

Neil Jensen: Yes, the board and staff 
have discussed expanding the ge- 
netic recovery program. We realize 
that it may be hard to improve a 
program that has resulted in over 
25,000 animals being recorded. 
Other foreign Guernsey associations 
with exception to the Isle of Guern- 
sey have open herdbooks. In addi- 
tion, the other five major breeds in 
the U.S. have developed or are con- 
sidering a genetic up-grade program. 
We feel that in the best interest of 
our members, we must consider a 
form of up-grade and that expand- 
ing the genetic recovery program 
may be the best tool for this. 


Is there still a problem with staff turn- 
over? What are their reasons for leav- 
ing? 


Neil Jensen: Money could be an is- 
sue. I think a lot ofit is that in today’s 
working world, you don’t find people 


putting a lifetime into their jobs like 
Les and Ed did. Sometimes maybe it 
could be the glamoux of mov __.g on to 
a larger organization. One thing you 
will find while I am in charge is that 
I'm going to hire outstanding talent, 
rather than hire someone I think will 
stay with the organization for a long 
time but just do a so-so job. 


Cline Brubaker: One thing I’ve done 
since I’ve been president is to take a 
poll with the individuals leaving and 
ask them what some of their reasons 
are for leaving. One of the impres- 
sions I had was that they want to be 
appreciated by the group. They like 
to talk to the breeders. These people 
like the Guernsey cow, and we need 
to support the association so that 
these people have the same sense of 
pride that we all have in Guernsey 
cattle. I have the same problem at 
home as the association has--I can’t 
pay a lot. But, if I give them the 
feeling that they’re appreciated and 
that they have my confidence in 
them, I’m able to keep personnel. 
It shows that we hire the proper 
caliber of people. We don’t want to 
hire people that nobody else wants. 
We're getting good quality of people 
because, as you can see, they’re not 
moving down when they leave. Young 


people come with a lot of different 
ideas. You can see some of the 
changes that are very prominent in 
the Journal. We've received a lot of 
very favorable comments about the 
Journal. These are young people 
working at it, and we're getting things 
done that have been needing to get 
done. 


Should the nominating committee 
nominate only full-time dairymen? 
These are the people who make their 
living milking Guernseys and would 
make better decisions than a hobby 
farmer. 


Neil Jensen: I look at it from the 
angle that you, the breeders, know 
these people. You have the opportu- 
nity to vote on whether or not they 
are put on the board. 


Cline Brubaker: You also have the 
opportunity to give comments to the 
nominating committee. 

(Comments were also made from the 
floor that nominating committees 
are having problems getting well- 
qualified people to run. Why are 
these people saying no when asked 
to serve on the board?) 


What is the projected future of the 
breed? 


Neil Jensen: At this point, we're see- 
ing registrations drop about 1,000 
animals per year. I see 1993 ending 
up with around 10,000 registrations. 
I feel that there is a positive attitude 
among the breeders. We've seen them 
supporting the Journal. I think we 
still have to do more work to stabilize 
the breed. We need to support Calvin 
Covington with milk marketing. 
We're at the bottom of the totem pole 
for most breeders. They have to pay 
their essentials first. 

Cline Brubaker: You talk about pro- 
jections, butit’s really hard to project. 
We're all aware of how competitive 
things are. It’s my hope that num- 
bers for the Guernsey breed will level 
off at a certain number. I think we 
are very near that level because when 
I go back to looking, we’ve seen very 
dramatic drops in numbers of cattle. 
We're beginning to level off now. This 
year’s budget is projected for 11,000 
registrations. At this point, they’re 
not coming in. 


How can we promote Guernsey milk 


for its high protein, high fat and beta 
carotene? 
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The group felt that this question was 
pretty well answered in Calvin 
Covington’s discussion on milk mar- 
keting. 


How can young sire programs be ex- 
panded and more approved bulls 
used? 


Neil Jensen: I believe Guernsey breed- 
ers are probably the best in the 
country for sampling young sires. 
You should be commended for that. 
As far as expanding, we have been 
trying to attract new members over 
the past couple of years. Probably 
the best method is by word of mouth. 
I have had so many breeders brag to 
me about their young sire daugh- 
ters. It’s encouraging. 


Truman Weaver: We just need more 
cooperators. If we want more young 
sires, then we need more people 
involved in the program. 


Do you have to be on official DHI test 
in order to receive national awards or 
can owner sampler be used for this 
purpose also? 

Lee Riggs: Yes, you have to be on 
official DHI test and we added a.m./ 
p.m. testing at our December board 
meeting. But, owner-sampler test- 
ing will not do it. 


How can we invest in research to 
increase the market share for Guern- 
sey milk? 

Cline Brubaker: We're open to any 
suggestions. 


Whatare our promotion plans for 1993 
and 1994? 


Bob Holcomb: We will continue to 
distribute more Journals, as we have 
been to groups such as A.I., Exten- 
sion, and universities. We believe 
that the Journal is the best promo- 
tional tool that we have. 

Neil Jensen: We do have some new 
brochures. If you ever need them for 
different promotional events, be sure 
to get them from us. We also have 
other Guernsey promotional items, 
such as calendars and pins for sale. 
If they are successful, we will do 
more promotional things later. 


Cline Brubaker: One thing I think is 
important in promotion is the for- 
mation of the Production Commit- 
tee. Some of the articles printed in 
the Journal have come from ideas 
generated from the Production Com- 
mittee. If we can improve produc- 
tion, that’s a good source of promo- 
tion for the breed. 
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Can we have sire classes at the 
shows? It’s nice to see what these 
bulls put on the ground as soon as 
possible. 


Neil Jensen: We only have so much 
money available for each national 
show. If we have bull classes, premi- 
ums in other classes would have to 
be reduced to finance these classes. 
Get of sire classes would also have to 
be approved by show management. 


Cline Brubaker: If you want a good 
idea of what daughters look like out 
of a particular bull, ask your ap- 
praisers. They've seen daughters 
from these bulls all over the country. 


Is there any research that we can use 
that reports on how drinking milk 
keeps blood pressure down? 

Cline Brubaker: I haven’t seen any- 
thing on blood pressure. (An audi- 
ence member suggested contacting 
the National Dairy Council. A uni- 
versity is doing research on this.) 


Why are Guernsey herds switching to 
Holsteins? What can be done to stop 
this trend? Are Holsteins really more 
profitable and easier to keep? 


Cline Brubaker: This is more of a 
personal feeling I guess. I don’t want 
to express other people’s feelings, 
but when I came out of college, I can 
tell you that I was brainwashed to 
think that Holsteins were it. It was a 
perception that people had. They 
believed they would be better off 
having Holsteins than Guernseys 
because they wanted to be a part of 
the majority group of people. I don’t 
think they really sat down and ana- 
lyzed it the way I look at my own 
operation. 

I started out with 20 percent Hol- 
steins. Two and one-half years later, 
I made the decision that if I’m going 
to work with cattle the rest of my life, 
I want to work with something I can 
be happy with. I worked out a for- 
mula and showed it to people. Two 
prominent herds in Virginia changed 
to Holsteins, and now they’re out of 
business. Holsteins didn’t satisfy 
them either. When you compare dol- 
lar figures for feed costs and feed 
intake, Guernseys come out ahead 
of Holsteins. 


Is there too much emphasis on CPI 
and numbers? We need to be able to 
recognize good cows out of bulls. 

Tim Griswold: No. Index can be inter- 


changeable with production. We need 
to keep concentrating on the highest 


producing cow families. Production 
emphasis in bulls is the future of the 
breed. 


Is there too much inbreeding in the 
breed? We need to get some more 
young sires, but that is hard to do 
while we are playing the numbers 
game. 


Neil Jensen: I believe we would all 
like to see the breed maintain as 
much genetic diversity as possible. 
At times, it seems we are depending 
too much on one bloodline. How- 
ever, when you think we have no 
other options, a new summary like 
the July sire summary provides the 
breed with some new bloodlines. 

I don’t believe the breed plays the 
numbers game too much. Since I 
have been on staff, I have been im- 
pressed with the way AGA young sire 
committees and A.I. use numbers as 
a tool and still emphasize cow fami- 
lies, longevity and top production. 


Can research concerning reproduc- 
tion efficiency in Guernseys be funded 
by the Research Foundation? 

Neil Jensen: The Guernsey Founda- 
tion welcomes and will consider a 
project regarding reproduction effi- 
ciency in Guernseys. Interested 
people need to write up an estimate 
of costs for such a study. The Foun- 
dation is a non-profit organization, 
and to keep this status, it requires 
that all studies show that they can 
benefit the entire dairy industry. 


If a small cow is penalized for being 
too small in classification, shouldn’t 
a tall cow be penalized for being too 
tall? 


Tim Griswold: Yes. Research on lon- 
gevity indicates that animals that 
excessively small or large don’t live 
as long as medium sized animals. 
However, the type committee hasn't 
decided to penalize big cows. We 
don’t automatically penalize them 
being short, just if they lack the 
capacity to produce lots of milk. 


Why can’t we replace butterfat em- 
phasis with milk in CPl and PTI formu- 
las? 
Tim Griswold: We have cut in half the 
emphasis on butterfat with a 5 pro- 
tein to one fat to one herdlife PTA 
ratio beginning with July proofs. We 
will continue to keep butterfat in the 
PTI formula because it still has value. 
We won't use milk because milk and

Anembryo transplant seminar was 
held at the National Guernsey Con- 
vention in Dubuque, Iowa. The fol- 
lowing is an overview of this semi- 
nar. 


Meet The Panel Members 

The panel consisted of four mem- 
bers who are involved in embryo 
transfer work in different areas. Clark 
Vilter is a Guernsey breeder from 
Hartland, Wisconsin, who has done 
embryo transfer work for about 15 
years. He averages around 10 to 12 
flushes per year. Dr. Ken Reimer is a 
veterinarian who decided to get into 
embryo transfer work about 15 years 
ago. He usually just does ET work in 
his practice area. 

Jay Hansen is a Holstein breeder 
from Hudson, Iowa. The cost of em- 
bryo transfer work held him back 
originally so he decided to learn to do 
it himself. He was trained in Febru- 
ary 1992 and since that time, he’s 
attempted 46 transfers and achieved 
26 pregnancies. Tim Griswold is the 
director of the MOET program for the 
American Guernsey Association. He 
resides in Black Earth, Wisconsin. 
Bob Middendorf, a farm reporter with 
Central Ag News Network out of 
Dickeyville, Wisconsin, was the mod- 
erator. 


Background Information 
Prior to the question and answer 
session, Tim Griswold gave some 
background information and re- 
quirements the American Guernsey 
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Association has regarding embryo 
transfer work. ET donors must be 
blood typed or ETs can’t be regis- 
tered. It is recommended that you 
blood type the dam before you begin 
ET work in case she dies. Upon 
request, the association will send 
blood typing materials to you. To 
verify parentage, all resulting male 
ETs and one-third of all females must 
be blood typed. If you are selling 
embryos, there’s a 10 dollar frozen 
embryo transfer fee. 

Embryo transfer has helped im- 
prove the breed. The best cows in the 
breed have had much more signifi- 
cance because of embryo transfer. In 
1987, 10 percent of the active A.I. 
bulls were the result of embryo trans- 
fer. In January 1993, 45 percent 
were the result of embryo transfer. It 
has increased every year. A signifi- 
cant number of females registered 
each year are the result of embryo 
transfer. It is important that this 
trend to continue for the advance- 
ment of the breed. 


How do you judge a cow good enough 
to flush, and what about type and 
production? 


Vilter: Good enough in your eyes and 
mine might be different. My criteria 
is Very Good-88 and above. I try to 
pick cows with over 20,000 pounds 
of milk, or very close to it. We use 
cows out of good cow families. 


Hansen: I go by production first. The 
cow has to be able to produce milk 


eminar 


and be somewhat sound. She has to 
have a good udder and be able to 
move around. As for her offspring, 
does she have daughters that are 
performing well? I use mostly prob- 
lem cows, such as cows that are on 
their way out. I try to salvage what I 
can from them. 


What do you charge? 

Dr. Reimer: Cost varies. It all de- 
pends on the number of pregnan- 
cies. You can figure on around 200 
dollars to 250 dollars per pregnancy, 
and then you can start adding on 
after that. You’re going to have 900 
dollars into it one way or another. If 
you're doing a single flush, or evena 
multiple flush, before you get a live 
heifer on the ground, you've got to 
count bulls, dead calves, abortions 
and all of that. There is a larger 
percentage of early embryonic deaths 
with embryo transfer. There is not 
one good answer for this. When you're 
blood typing, you should also test for 
leukosis and Johnes at the same 
time. 


What after-effects are there for the 
donor, and what does it do to subse- 
quent fertility? 

Vilter: In most cases, it increases 
fertility because you've kicked her 
hormones into high gear when you 
superovulate with all the shots that 
are given. Quite often, ifyou’re work- 
ing with a problem cow, if you do go 
ahead with the flush, the odds are 
better that she'll get pregnant after- 
wards. 


Hansen: The reason I pick these prob- 
lem cows is because I operate on 
them in a free stall barn. The cow is 
most fertile when she’s in a positive 
weight balance. We have bred back 
some cows that we couldn’t get bred 
before. We don’t have too much of a 
problem with cows that have been 
superovulated or flushed. 


What about flushing heifers versus 
flushing older cows? 


Vilter: Tim will probably disagree 
with me on this, but I’m not a be- 
liever in flushing a heifer. You've 
heard what these costs are, and I 
think they are a bit on the low side. 
No one has mentioned the cost of the 
care for the recipient. My argument 
against flushing my heifers is two- 
fold. Why not wait and see if she’s 
good enough after she’s calved. There 
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are sO many good cows running 
around this countryside that only 
have one or two heifers in their life- 
time. Why not flush them? My sec- 
ond thing is that with cows, you 
most likely won't have any problems 
with them after flushing. The same 
cannot be said for heifers. I’ve heard 
of them not breeding after they have 
been flushed, and I’ve also heard of 
some of them blowing their udders 
when they calve. So, I’m not in favor 
of flushing heifers. But, I'm not go- 
ing to argue with you if you do it 
because they’re your animals and 
you do what you want to do. But, we 
just flush cows. 


Griswold: You have to look at what 
your goals are when your're doing 
this. You have to look at the market- 
ability of your animals and look at 
where the genetic future of the breed 
lies, and that is definitely in the 
heifer pens. There are probably go- 
ing to be some animals that are 
superovulated as heifers that do blow 
their udders. I don’t think we've got 
a lot of sound research that says if 
you do superovulate a heifer that 
she’s going to have excessive udder 
development. If they do, it’s usually 
because they go cystic afterwards 
and aren’t monitored right away af- 
ter flushing. 

We do have to look at heifers. This 
is the future of the breed. We’re able 
to make a lot faster genetic progress 
with them. Granted, our accuracy 
sure isn’t as high because some heif- 
ers may have the best pedigrees in 
the world, and from indications we 
have, will be able to transmit that 
production to offspring and then they 
won't. But, I don’t think we should 
not take a little bit of risk. We're 
taking a risk as soon as we get the ET 
technician on the farm because we 
might not be able to get any results. 
We might as well take a little more of 
a risk and try to capitalize on the 
new, young, modern genetics. It’s 
going to be less accurate but will 
probably be more marketable in the 
long run. We need to look at market- 
ability for the long run. 


Hansen: I agree with Clark. I've ar- 
gued with lowa State extension 
people about this genetic gain thing. 
I think there’s something wrong with 
the genetic system. If I know a cow 
and she’s going to have a good heifer, 
that’s the one I’m going to flush. 


How long should you wait to flush a 
cow after she calves? 


Hansen: The ideal time to flush a cow 
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is when she’s in her ideal fertility 
state for A.I. breeding. 


Vilter: I would go along with that. I 
don’t like to flush a cow if she’s 
milking 100 pounds a day because 
she’s in a negative energy balance at 
the time. 


What should you do if your blood test 
is positive for leukosis or Johnes? 
Dr. Reimer: That would be up to the 
producer. You can spread both dis- 
eases through embryo transfer. This 
may be contrary to what people think, 
but research shows this to be true. 
That’s why I like to blood test ahead 
of time. It can be spread from the 
donor or the recipient to the ET. 


Vilter: If a cow has Johne's, she’s a 
real poor candidate to flush because 
most of these cows are in a negative 
body balance and results are going 
to be marginal. The odds are that if 
the recipient has Johnes, there’s a 
good chance the ET will have it too. 


How much did it cost for your embryo 
transfer equipment and what kind of 
training did it take? 

Hansen: My training came to the 
farm with Peter Alston. He works out 
of Mississippi right now. I thought it 
was the most efficient for him to 
come to my farm and take care of me 
there. It took two and one-half days 
for him to train me. He also runs a 
school down on his farm in Missis- 
sippi. 

My costs to get started, including 
training, his transportation costs, 
his freezer, a used microscope and 
the first order of supplies was 5,000 
dollars. I figure using his technique 
is a very efficient technique as far as 
cost savings. My costs for disposable 
materials is 20 dollars to flush cows 
plus the costs of FSH. The biggest 
cost to transfer is the sheath at two 
dollars. The top cost to freeze is a 
couple of dollars per embryo. 

My big expenses result in blood 
typing and unnecessary paperwork. 
I’m in total disagreement with blood 
typing heifer calves as a result of a 
flush until it’s needed. I feel that this 
is very discriminatory. Why don’t 
they make us blood type our A.I. 
calves? 


Why is it harder to get results with a 
higher rolling herd average than with 
lower rolling herd averages? 

Dr. Reimer: It’s a lot to do with stress. 


Your energy is in a negative balance. 
The first piece of advice I have is to 


remember that when you fiddle with 
mother nature, you should expect 
just about anything. Stress is a very 
important part. 

Vilter: You are adding stress. Wel- 
come to the real world of flushing. 
I've heard that the minerals you feed 
helps. In our herd, we try to keep the 
phosphorus levels high, above what 
the universities and feed companies 
recommend. I don’t knowifthis helps 
or not, but we have a whole lot less 
cystic cows. 

Dr. Reimer: We do up the Vitamin E 
and selenium levels so much that 
they are almost toxic. But, be careful 
that you don't overdue it. 


Hansen: Stress is a big factor. 


Do you feed your cows a mineral level 
over the NRC? 


Vilter: Our phosphorus level is over 
and the calcium level is under. 


Hansen: I feed calcium and phos- 
phorus levels over the NRC. 


What is the second disease that was 
mentioned earlier? 


Dr. Reimer: The other disease is bo- 
vine leukosis, or bovine leukemia. 
It’s a viral condition. You have to be 
negative for this to export anything. 
It’s a cancer type condition in cattle. 


Discuss using one bull’s semen ver- 
sus using multiple bulls. 


Vilter: To try to cover more bases and 
to spend more money, use multiple 
bulls. All of the breed associations 
will charge a fee for each bull used. 
If you’re using a bull with low fertil- 
ity, then you might want to give 
serious thought to using a bull with 
high fertility as well to cover all of 
your bases. As arule, we just use one 
bull. I’ve heard of people that use two 
bulls and then after they blood type, 
find out that they own high priced 
grades because they couldn’t tell 
which bull they were out of. 


Hansen: I always use one bull at a 
time. It’s my understanding that the 
practice of using two bulls is kind of 
going out because they're finding 
out that one bull’s semen usually 
dominated over the other. 


Griswold: Research that we’ve seen 
shows that 80 to 90 percent of the 
offspring are going to be out of one 
sire. I believe that charges are $15 
per blood test and then $3 for each 
additional sire. People usually do 
multiple flushes and get their bases 
covered that way. 0

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How To Reduce 
Heat Stress In Dairy Cattle 


The following article was written by 
Jeffrey F. Keown and RichardJ. Grant, 
Extension Dairy Specialists at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska-Lincoln. It dis- 
cusses four ways toreduce heat stress 
and maintain fertility in dairy cattle. 


Heat stress in dairy cattle is one of 
the leading causes of decreased pro- 
duction and fertility in Nebraska 
dairy cattle during summer months. 
These losses are apparent in the 
decreased amount of milk shipped, 
increased days open, and decreased 
breedings per conception. Some heat 
stress is unavoidable, but effects 
can be minimized if certain manage- 
ment practices are followed. 


Symptoms of Heat Stress 

The ideal temperature range for 
dairy cattle is between 25 degrees F 
and 65 degrees F. Once the tempera- 
ture goes above 80 degrees cattle 
reduce feed intake which has a nega- 
tive impact on production. At 90 
degrees F or above, one can usually 
notice a dramatic decrease in milk 
production ranging from 3 percent 
to 20 percent. 

Humidity also plays a significant 
part in heat stress. There are three 
temperature-humidity ranges ofcon- 
cern. A temperature of 100 degrees F 
and 20 percent humidity is the range 
in which you begin serious mea- 
sures to ease the stress on the cattle. 
Some type of cooling should be 
started. The danger occurs as the 
temperatures nears 100 degrees F 
and 50 percent humidity. The lethal 
range for cattle is 100 degrees F and 
80 percent humidity. 

Since cattle sweat at only 10 per- 
cent of the human rate, they are 
more susceptible to heat stress. This 
is the reason dairy cattle need me- 
chanical means to reduce heat, such 
as body sprinkling to aid in evapora- 
tion and effective air movement sys- 
tems to aid in cooling. Stale, stag- 
nant air can reach dangerous or 
lethal areas in a short time. There- 
fore, it is essential to have rapid 
movement of air in any confined 
area. During times of heat stress 
feed intake is reduce by 8-12 percent 
or more. This reduction is feed in- 
take reduces volatile fatty acid pro- 
duction in the rumen resulting in 
decreased production. 
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Heat Stress and Ration Balancing 

Cattle will automatically reduce 
their feed intake during hot weather. 
Typically, early lactation cows are 
most swiftly and severely affected. 
This decreased forage intake alters 
the composition of the rumen and 
leads to acidosis and reduced fat 
content of milk. Forage generates 
more heat than a grain ration, 
thereby contributing to reduced in- 
take. One way to correct this prob- 
lem is to feed your high quality for- 
age during the summer, thus requir- 
ing less intake to maintain a bal- 
anced ration. Never, however, re- 
duce the fiber level below 18 percent 
to 19 percent ADF and 25 percent to 
28 percent NDF. 

If cows reduce their intake during 
heat stress, more nutrients need to 
be packed into a smaller volume of 
feed. Remember that a cow’s energy 
requirement for lactation is un- 
changed and her energy needs to 
remain cool actually increase. There- 
fore, maintaining adequate nutrient 
intake becomes critical to avoid un- 
due milk production loss. The fol- 
lowing example illustrates the need 
for ration reformulation when feed 
intake declines by 20 percent: 


Daily dry matter intake 
Nutrient 50 lb 40 Ib 
Crude protein, % 16 19 
Net energy (lactation) Mcal/Ib .73 83 


Reducing the Temperature 

There are many ways to decrease 
the apparent effects of heat on dairy 
cattle. One important point to con- 
sider is increasing the amount of 
available water. Recommendations 
are for one waterer per 20 head. This 
may not be enough during extreme 
heat stress. When the temperature 
reaches danger levels, add additional 
sources of water near the feeding 
area. Another way to increase water 
consumption is to make certain wa- 
ter is cool. In one experiment cattle 
increased their water consumption 
when the water was at 50 degrees 
rather than 82 degrees F. However, 
the value of extra milk produced 
must off-set the cost of cooling the 
water. Never let water become stag- 
nant. Be certain to routinely clean 
out waterers daily. Remember, cows 
will congregate where it is cool, so if 
the goal is to maximize intake, it 


Optional methods to increase di- 
etary nutrient density include feed- 
ing high quality forage, feeding more 
grain, and use of supplemental fats. 
NebGuide G90-961, Supplement Fat 
of High Producing Dairy Cows ex- 
plains how to best feed different types 
of fat. Total dietary fat should not 
exceed 7 percent. The inclusion of a 
buffer to the ration often can help 
alleviate some of the milk fat depres- 
sion and maintain feed intake. 

Minerals are also more easily de- 
pleted during hot summer months. 
The increase in respiration and per- 
spiration will cause an excessive loss 
of water, thereby reducing mineral 
levels. Potassium can be increased 
to 1.3 percent to 1.5 percent of the 
total dietary dry matter, sodium to 
0.5 percent, and magnesium levels 
increased to 0.3 percent. If less for- 
age is consumed, and the forage is 
high in quality, the cow’s rumina- 
tion activity may decrease. Conse- 
quently, the proper use of buffers 
becomes important to maintain in- 
take, ruminal pH, and milk produc- 
tion. 

The producer’s primary feeding 
goal should be to maintain intake 
and limit the negative effect of heat 
stress on milk production. During 
hot, humid weather, it is advisable 
to increase the number of times per 
day that one feeds. Increasing the 
number enables one to feed less at 
any one time, thereby avoiding heat- 
ing and spoilage of the feed in the 
bunk. Flies around the feed are also 
reduced, thereby reducing the in- 
sect population. Additional feedings 
also allow the producer to observe 
cattle more often to see how they are 
being affected by the heat and hu- 
midity. Increasing the amount of 
feed available during the cooler pe- 
riod of the day, early morning or late 
evening, may be another alternative. 
Feeding 60 percent to 70 percent of 
the ration between 8:00 p.m. and 
8:00 a.m. has successfully increase 
milk production during hot weather. 

Before drastically changing the 
ration during the hot summer 
months, be sure to consult your feed 
consultant or Extension personnel. 
Remember, cattle are under extreme 
stress during this period and any 
drastic change could be counterpro- 
ductive.

Young Sire Symposium 


The national Guernsey young sire 
meeting was held at the 1993 Na- 
tional Guernsey Convention onJune 
13. There were approximately 30 
breeders and A.I. representiatives in 
attendance. Many ideas and con- 
cerns regarding Guernsey young sire 
sampling were addressed. 

One area of discussion was 
whether or not the Guernsey breed 
shoule be sampling sons out of young 
sires. About 75 percent of those 
present thought they should, and 
over 50 percent said they would 
sample these bulls. 

It was agreed that young sire 
groups could assist each other in 
sampling young sires. The two main 
reasons for this decision are: 1) Some 
AGA young sire groups have reduced 
in size to the point they need help 


obtaining a proper sampling; and 2) 
The bulls would receive a national 
sampling. Neil Jensen agreed to make 
a proposal to the AGA Board of Di- 
rectors at the December meeting 
about whether the breed could offer 
a registration discount of young sire 
offspring. 

Other topics weren't voted on but 
were discussed. One was whether or 
not the breed is using too few sires as 
sires of young sires being sampled 
by A.I. Another subject was whether 
or not the breed is taking too many 
bulls out of the same flush. Con- 
cerns regarding feet and legs in the 
breed were also mentioned. The 
group also felt that developing a 
MOET program would help to en- 
hance genetic development in the 
breed. 0

make sense to keep feed and water 
available in cooled areas. 
Increasing air flow is another im- 
portant component. Be certain air 
moves freely in all sections of the 
barn. There are two main ways to 
increase air flow. One is to install 
fans so air movement is increased 
and the second is to open the sides of 
the barn. In many cases walls of the 
barn may be made partially of con- 
crete. In this situation, opening the 
lower level of the barn to increase air 
flow is not an option. The addition of 
fans is essential. In barns where 
sheet metal is used for the walls it 
may be practical to remove the sides 
and install netting over these areas. 
The netting can be raised to increase 
air flow during the summer and low- 
ered during the winter. Increasing 
the roof venting is another option. 
If cattle are outside during the 
summer, provide shade for them so 
they can get out of direct sunlight 
during peak hours. Trees, if avail- 


able, are excellent, but if no natural 
shade is available, constructing a 
netted area is a good alternative. 
Providing shade over the feeding area 
will also increase food intake. 

Misters are another addition that 
can reduce heat stress. There are 
several items to consider when in- 
stalling them. Be certain misters are 
over a clean, preferably concreted, 
area, so animals do not lay down on 
mud or other areas causing an in- 
crease in mastitis. Do not leave mis- 
ters on continuously so udders drip 
with water. Put them on a timer and 
observe your cattle-if water if drip- 
ping from the udder, then reduce the 
time misters are on. If misters are 
placed near the feed bunk, be cer- 
tain the feed does not become wet- 
wet feed will mold faster during hot 
weather. 

At the University of Nebraska, re- 
search was conducted to study the 
feeding frequency of cattle from 8:00 
a.m. to 8:00 p.m. with and without 
supplemental cooling. Results 
showed cattle shaded and cooled by 
sprinklers near the feed bunks ate 


between 63 percent to 100 percent of 
the time as compared to uncooled 
cattle. Therefore, offering a cool, 
shaded area for feeding during day- 
light hours will increase feed intake, 
thereby helping to maintain produc- 
tion. 

When hot weather sets in, be pre- 
pared to: 

1. Modify the diet to maintain feed 
intake. 

2. Increase the amount of water 
available to your herd. 

3. Provide shade. 

4. Provide for a good air exchange 
in the barn and install misters to 
help cool the cattle. 0

Dairy Outlook

The following dairy outlook column 
was written by Ken Bailey, Commer- 
cial Agriculture Dairy Extension 
Economist with the University of Mis- 
souri. 


Last month I predicted that June 
Minnesota-Wisconsin (M-W) price 
would be $12.35. Imagine my sur- 
prise when the USDA announced 
the June M-W to be $12.03, a 49 
cent drop from May. The cause of 
this decline was the 13.5 cent drop 
in the price of cheese from $1.3925 
on May 28 to $1.2575 on June 25. 

The decline in cheese prices was 
due to a combination of strong cheese 
production, flat demand, and ad- 
equate levels of inventories. Cheese 
processors felt that milk supplies 
were going to be adequate and there 
was plenty of cheese on hand. Since 
demand for cheese was fair to me- 
diocre, prices fell from what were 
unusually high levels. 

The dairy growth hormone bST is 
back in the news again. You will 
recall that bST was on the verge of 
imminent approval by the Food and 
Drug Administration. A one year 
moratorium on the use of bST was 
included in the Senate version of the 
Budget Reconciliation bill. This bill 
is currently in conference with the 
House and will be decided soon. 

The national milk supply contin- 
ues to grow at a moderate rate de- 
spite significant forage problems in 
Wisconsin. USDA reported June milk 
production increased one percent 
relative to the same month a year 
ago. The largest gains were 7.8 per- 
cent in Texas and 7.5 percent in 
Missouri. Moderate gains were in 
the West Coast with California at 3.1 
percent and Washington at 2.5 per- 
cent and some Corn Belt percentage 


includes (Illinois at 2.7, Indiana at 
1.5, and Iowa at 3.7). The Upper 
Midwest did not fair as well, with a 
2.4 percent decline in Wisconsin, 
and up only a 0.9 percent in Michi- 
gan and 1.5 percent in Minnesota. In 
the Northeast, New York and Penn- 
sylvania were about even. 

Cash prices for 40 pound cheddar 
blocks closed down 1.75 cents on 
July 16 from the week before to 
$1.2375 per pound. Despite this 
downward trend, the November 
Cheddar Futures on the Coffee, 
Sugar and Cocoa Exchange has been 
rising and settled at $1.3095 on July 
16. The market is expecting cheese 
prices to regain from current levels 
between now and November. Look 
for cheese prices to strengthen slowly 
to $1.34 by October before falling to 
$1.195 by the end of the year. 

Cash prices for nonfat dry milk 
have also been trading downward in 
light of strong supplies. Production 
increased by 15.5 percent in May 
relative to last year. Prices fell from 
$1.155 per pound on May 28 to 
$1.095 on July 9. A recent sale of 
20,000 metric tons to Algeria under 
the DEIP program may help slow 
this decline. But DEIP sales through 
July 9 are just 32.9 million metric 
tons, compared to 113 million met- 
ric tons for all of 1992. More sales 
will be needed to spur price increases. 
The November Nonfat Dry Milk Fu- 
tures has been trading sideways and 
settled down to $1.077 per pound on 
July 16. The outlook for nonfat dry 
milk prices--assuming little addi- 
tional DEIP activity--is to decline 
steadily to $1.04 by August and then 
rebound to $1.095 by mid October. 

The outlook for cheese and nonfat 
dry milk both strongly influence the 
outlook for the M-W. Expect the M-W 
to continue to decline from $12.03 in 
June to $11.53 in July. Thereafter it 
will increase to just $12 by October 
and then decline to $11.30 by De- 
cember. The all-milk price, USDA’s 
estimate of average prices paid pro- 
ducers, will follow a similar path. It 
will first decline from $13.20 in June 
to $12.60 by August. The all-milk 
price will then rebound to $13.16 by 
October and then decline again to 
$12.72 in December. 0 
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Emery B. Vieten 

Emery B. Vieten, Leslie, Missouri, 
a well-known long-time Guernsey 
breeder and member of the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Association, died 
March 26. He was 86 years old. 

Mr. Vieten was born March 14 on 
the family farm at Leslie. He gradu- 
ated from Sullivan High School and 
later from the University of Missouri 
School of Mines at Rolla. Emery 
taught rural schools in Franklin 
County for six years and for a short 
time managed a Kroger store in St. 
Louis. His love for the farm led him to 
return to the home farm in 1931 and 
begin a dairy operation. In 1934 he 
purchased the farm of 458 acres, a 
Missouri Century Farm, from his 
father. He started selling Grade A 
milk in 1938 and purchased his first 
registered Guernseys in 1942. The 
herd of some 60 cows was continu- 
ally on DHI test and Golden Guern- 
sey milk was sold on the St. Louis 
market. The herd was officially clas- 
sified several times and the top A.I. 
sires were used. The Vietens’ Cove 
View Farm herd produced several 
state production leaders. 

Emery was a distinguished leader 
in local and state activities. He was 
a long time director of the Missouri 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association. For 
over 20 years a 4-H dairy club leader. 
He was a member of the First Baptist 
Church of Sullivan and Sullivan Odd- 
Fellows Lodge #156. He was accorded 
an honorary membership in the Mis- 
souri Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion and in 1986 he was chosen for 
the dairy leadership award, Missouri 
Dairy Hall of Honors. 

In 1931 Emery and Hazel Bell of 
Sullivan were united in marriage. 
They were blessed with three chil- 
dren: Eunice Campbell, Stillwater, 
Oklahoma; Dolores Williams, El 
Paso, Texas; and one son, Noel 
Vieten, Leslie, who now manages the 
farm and herd. He is also survived by 
a brother, Bryce Vieten, Ft. Mills, 
South Carolina; one sister Myrtine 
McMahan, Leslie; eight grandchil- 
dren and eight great-grandchildren. 
Hazel died in 1982 and in 1983 
Emery married Cecil Parde at 
Sullivan. She preceded him in death 
in February 1993. Mr. Vieten was 
also preceded in death by a grand- 
son, Keith Campbell. 

A memorial in honor of Emery 
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Vieten is being established by the 
Missouri Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation with the income to be used to 
support junior Guernsey programs.

Neill P. Heitke 


Neill P. Heitke died Sunday, May 2 
at the Kanabec County Hospital. He 
was 74 years old. He had been in 
failing health for the last 11 months 
after suffering from a stroke. 

He was born to Benjamin and Lena 
Heitke on November 19, 1918, at 
Paynesville, Minnesota. He was 
raised on a farm near Paynesville 
and then in 1937 moved to Excelsior 
at the age of 19. There he was em- 
ployed by the Boulder Bridge Farm, 
owned by the Dayton Corporation. 

He traveled nationwide showing 
dairy cows at various fairs and live- 
stock shows, and eventually became 
herdsman in charge of the farm’s 
dairy livestock. During his employ- 
ment at Boulder Bridge Farm, he 
was awarded the Klussendorf Tro- 
phy which is a national award pre- 
sented for outstanding showman- 
ship. He was also a charter member 
of the National Dairy Shrine organi- 
zation. 

Heitke was united in marriage to 
Helen Tuttle, the daughter of former 
Illinois Guernsey breeder Jesse 
Tuttle, on April 16, 1948 at 
Hutsonville, Illinois. In 1951, he 
purchased a farm on Knife Lake in 
Kanabec County, which he operated 
until his semi-retirement in 1978.
